REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1 and 3-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record US 6,867,345 and JP 2003230593 fail to teach or suggest the specific limitations of 
leakage preventing grooves having a first end portion, a second end portion and a third portion 
between the first end portion and second end portion, the respective third portion of said each 
one leakage preventing groove extending longitudinally and curving outward along a 
longitudinal length to be spaced farthest apart toward each of the receptive first and second 
leakage preventing groove's. 

The claimed shape of leakage preventing grooves is critical to provide a blocking effect 
of a leakage preventing groove to prevent sideways leakage of body fluid.
